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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


Agreeably to the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
we submit the following report, together with the re- 


ports of superintendent of county farm, house of correc- 


tion, chaplain, physician, county treasurer, clerk of court, 
solicitor, sheriff, jailor and auditors, for your considera- 
tion. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The farm continues under the wise and able manage- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman. During the past 
year there has been built at the farm, new sheds for wagons 
and farm machinery, henhouse and piggery, and the old 
piggery moved and put in thorough repair. 

The State Board of Charities repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the need of a night watchman and system of electric 
lighting, and at a meeting of the county delegation held at 
the farm, August 29, the matter was laid before them. 
The convention gave instructions to employ a watchman 
which we have done. While this will make additional ex- 
penses we think it wise. 

In the matter of electric lighting, the convention in- 
structed the commissioners to investigate and calla spe- 
cial meeting of the convention, if after thorough investiga- 
tion it seemed advisable. After getting estimates, plans, 
etc., and looking up the matter, we called a special meet- 
ing of the county delegation, at the grand jury room, 
court house, Tuesday, Nov. 5, 1901, at which time they 
instructed the commissioners to erect a building and pur- 
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chase necessary machinery for an electric lighting plant. 
We are pleased to say that the building is very nearly 
completed and that we have contracted for engine, dyna- 
mo, storage battery, and other necessary fixtures, for a 
complete plant, which will be ample for the growing needs 
of the county for many years, and will be second to none 
in the state. 

Owing to an oversight the $1,500 voted by county 
delegation at Concord, Feb. 27, 1901, to be raised for the 
purpose of building wagon sheds, etc., was not included 
in the tax levy for 1901, and by reason of the oversight 
the amount of money in the treasury is not as large as it 
would otherwise have been. By referring to treasurer’s 
report, it will be noticed that we have not only paid notes 
and interest due for year 1900, but have also paid the 
note for $1,000, due in year 1902 so that we start the 
year free from debt and with $12,000 in treasury. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


By reason of recent laws passed by the State Legis- 
lature, nearly all poor become chargeable to the county, 
which will account for the increased expense in nearly all 
departments. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The jail and house of correction are as in previous years 
under the care of Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Tuttle, whose good 
management is so well known, comments from us are 
unnecessary. 

In closing we wish to express our thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. Whitman, Mr. and Mrs. Tuttle and the assistants, 
selectmen, overseers of poor and all with whom we have 
had dealing, for their courtesy shown us the past year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens 
of Cheshire County: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report of the num- 
ber and names of those admitted to the institution during 
the year 1901, together with a list of those remaining Jan. 
1st, 1902; also an epitome of records, showing that there 
are two less at the almshouse than there were Jan. 1st, 
1901, and three less in the house of correction. There 
were the same number of deaths. A year ago at this 
time I suggested the need of sheds, a piggery and hen 
house, and I wish here to express my appreciation of the 
prompt and generous manner in which those having the 
power to grant us permission and the means to build the 
same took the matter in hand, thus enabling us to im- 
mediately go about the construction of these buildings, 
which were completed last summer, giving us a much 
needed improvement. We now have fifty-five of the pork- 
ers of all ages, and find that we now have ample room 
for as many as we shall wish to keep at any one time. 

Our hen house is a model one and we have ninety-five 
of the feathered tribe. A larger number than has been 
kept on the place at one time during my stay here. I am 
pleased with the buildings as they so well supply a long 
felt want. We are wintering a greater number of horned 
cattle than ever before, having seventy-one of various ages; 
of this number thirty are cows. There are five. horses, one 
kept especially for driving, and four for doing the work 
about the place; but as the farm has produced a much 
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larger amount of forage crops than in years past, I think 
we shall be able to get through the winter without buy- 
ing much if any hay. 

Pursuant to the recommendation of the State Board of 
Charities, that an electric lighting plant be installed here, 
for a safer and better means of more thoroughly lighting 
the buildings, the Cheshire County Representatives met 
at Keene, and voted an appropriation for this purpose, and 
the commissioners now have under way the construction 
of a power house, and have arranged for machinery, labor 
and, all necessary furnishings to thoroughly equip the same, 
and,we shall expect to have everything complete before the 
middle of March. 

There has seemed to be a growing demand that a night 
watchman be employed here, that by a careful and watch- 
ful vigilance during the hours when all should be quiet, he 
might give to us a feeling of greater security and at the 
same time a better service where it might be needed. 
Therefore, Mr. Chas. E. Lang of Swanzey, has been em- 
ployed for this position, occupying the red cottage that 
has so long stood empty. I think Mr. Lang will accept- 
ably perform the duties assigned to him, and when this 
department of labor becomes more thoroughly organized, 
it may prove to be a profitable move and one in the right 
direction. Mr. and Mrs. N. N. Darling have served with 
us the past year, making four years of continual and faith- 
ful service. Mrs. Darling is now serving as cook and as- 
sistant matron at the almshouse, which position she has 
held for the past year, giving very satisfactory service. 
Mr. Darling has at all times faithfully discharged his duties 
as assistant superintendent. 

Mr. E. T. Nims has held his present pasar for six 
years, which length of time speaks of steady habits and 
faithful service. Mrs. E. T. Nims has been employed here 
the past three years in different departments, and for the 
past year as attendant in the new asylum, which position 
she has seemed to be quite well adapted to. Dr. James A. 
Craig as attending county physician, has administered to 
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the physical wants of the sick and ailing in a successful 
and gratifying manner, visiting the institution as often 
and at such times as called upon to do so, or as seems to 
him necessary. Speaking of the physical wants calls for 
an explanation for the present lack of a chaplain to look 
after the spiritual wants, and the absence of a chaplain’s 
report, Rev. H. E. Rouillard having received a call to go 
to North Portland, Maine, resigned as chaplain in Octo- 
ber. Since which time the office has been vacant, but we 
expect soon to arrange for a chaplain and regular services. 

July 10th some of the W. C. T. U. ladies gathered here, 
bringing with them flowers, which were distributed to the 
inmates after a pleasant gathering on the lawn; and at 
Christmas time the inmates were remembered by these 
same ladies, who sent them a large box of good things to 
be distributed, where they were very much appreciated. 
Mrs. Lillian C. Streeter, chairman of the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, also as in a previous year, sent 
a box of choice dainties to be used for the same kind and 
benevolent purpose, and such acts of charity to the poor 
but nevertheless worthy unfortunate people maintained 
here, can be regarded in no less light than the casting of 
bread upon water, and let us believe that as God has 
promised, so he will do, and in his own good time and 
way it shall be returned. 

It surely is pleasant to know that there are so many 
people with kind and true hearts, that are not looking 
above almshouses for objects upon which to bestow such 
charities as these, which are sure to reach those that have 
so few pleasures, and are for the most part looking upon 
the darkest side of life. 

Our friends outside have found a good way to dispose 
of such suitable reading matter as they may have or can 
collect, and the past year has been no exception to pre- 
vious ones, and we have received much good reading from 
our old contributors as well as from new sources. This 
is a gratifying evidence that there is a growing tendency 
on the part of the citizens of Cheshire county to desire that 
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these people .may have as many comforts and pleasures as 
are reasonable and consistent with the means and condi- 
tions by which we should be governed. 

To those wishing to-visit the institution, I would say 
that our visiting hours are from 9 to 11 a. m. and from 
2 until 4 p. m., every day except Sundays, which means 
that of the 365 days in the year we only ask for 52. 
Please try and grant us this one favor. 

In closing I wish you all a happy and prosperous year, 
and may the year 1902 be fraught with as many pleasant 
associations as I recall in our relations with the county 
commissioners and such of the citizens as we have met.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Cheshire 

County: 

I herewith submit my report as physician to Cheshire 
county almshouse for one year ending Dec. 31, 1901. 

There has not been an unusual amount of sickness dur- 
ing the year. The institution was fortunate in escaping 
the epidemic of contagious and infectious diseases that was 
prevalent during the early months. 

During the month of March the county commissioners 
ordered the vaccination of all residents at the farm. This 
proper precautionary measure entailed a large amount of 
extra work. As was anticipated it met with opposition; 
years of mental perversion and dementia had not elimi- 
nated from the minds of some of the inmates the too pop- 
ular idea that vaccination was a wanton cruelty and an 
infringment of personal rights. It will be readily under- 
stood that on account of the incapacity to understand 
the reasons why, and the disregard for cleanliness by many, 
that bad results might with all due care exercised be ex- 
pected. 

One hundred and six were vaccinated, a statistical table 
was prepared, tabulating name, age, physical conditions, 
prior vaccination or not, and results. 

Without entering into detail it is only necessary to re- 
port that 96 per cent of total gave good results; 97 per 
cent of those who had previously been, gave good results. 
The ages ranged from four months to 90 years, and not 
an arm became infected. The credit for satisfactory results 
attained is due mainly to daily careful inspection and 
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proper dressing and attention to all detail by Mr. and 
Mrs. Whitman and associates. 

The results obtained corroborate testimony that has 
again and again been given in the past, but only partially 
accepted, viz.: that the extremes of age offer no barrier to 
successful vaccination. The popular idea that as long as 
a vaccination scar remains the person will not contract 
the disease is not true. That the fatherhood of this 
disease has for its cohorts filth, ignorance and prejudice, 
and as an auxiliary measure for the perpetuation of the 
disease the non-enforcement of vaccination laws, which if 
enforced and modern precaution in vaccination and subse- 
quent care, would reduce to a minimum this loathsome 
disease. 

The other departments of this institution seem to be in 
as good condition as in the past. The insane building is 
a credit to the citizens of our county. It is not luxury, 
but combines all of the qualities that can compensate in a 
place like this, for those at home.

The solicitor for the county herewith submit his report 
for the year ending December 31, 1901. 

There are no civil suits on the docket in which the 
county is interested. : 

At the April term of the supreme court, 1901, Augustus 
Grover was indicted for adultery and sentenced to state 
prison for a year and a day. 

Herbert Amidon, Albert Amidon, John Leach and Roy 
Corey, all minors from 8 to 12 years of age, were indicted 
for placing obstructions on the railroad track in West- 
moreland. A plea of guilty was entered, but owing to 
their youth, sentence was suspended by the court during 
good behavior. 

Edward Frink for keeping'a disorderly house, was sen- 
tenced to the house of correction for sixty days. 

There were fifteen indictments found for violation of the 
liquor laws, nearly all of which were settled by payment 
of legal fines and costs.

The Cheshire county delegation to the legislature of 
1901, met in the judiciary room in the state house, Jan. 
9, 1901, and organized by the choice of: Willard Bill, Jr., 
of Westmoreland as chairman, and Amos J. Blake of Fitz- 
william as clerk and adjourned to meet at the call of the 
chairman. 

And on January 23, 1901, the convention met again at 
the same place as stated above, and on motion of Hon. 
Silas Hardy, voted that the recommendations of the coun- 
ty commissioners be accepted and adopted namely: 

That there be raised and appropriated for the year 1901, 
the sum of thirty-four thousand dollars ($34,000) and for 
the year 1902 the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars 
($33,000), as the item of $1,000, ‘‘Payment of debt” 
will have been paid during the year 1901. 

And on February 27, 1901, the convention met again 
at committee room:No. 5, in the state house at said Con- 
cord, and on motion of Charles W. Fassett of Jaffrey, 
voted that the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) be 
raised and appropriated for erecting a piggery, hen house 
and shed for storage of carriages and farming tools at the 
almshouse at Westmoreland, during the present year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO INVESTI- 
GATE THE OFFICE OF REGISTRY OF DEEDS 
OF CHESHIRE (COUNTY. 


The committee appointed at the meeting of the county 
convention on the 23d of January last, to investigate the 
needs of the Cheshire county Registry of Deeds, in respect 
to the matter of a thorough and modern system of index- 
ing, to re-writing such records as are wholly or partially 
illegible, do hereby submit their report as follows: 

We found a few of the older volumes in need of re- 
writing in whole or part, and the indexing of the early 
records very imperfect. 

For the preservation, therefore, of these records and for 
the purpose of making investigations and searching of the 
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early records practicable, we do recommend that the work 
of re-writing such records as may be necessary, and of 
making a thorough and complete index of all records from 
the beginning as far as necessary, be entered upon at once 
and the work continued from year to year until it is com- 
pleted; that the management and detail of this work be 
left to and placed in charge of the Register of Deeds, Mr. 
Charles C. Buffum, who shall employ the necessary help 
and use the appropriation to the best of his judgment. — 
Also this committee do recommend the convention to 
authorize and direct the county commissioners to purchase 
and install a ‘‘book type-writing machine”’ for the use of 
the registry of deeds for the re-writing of the old faded 
records and the recording in the future of deeds, to the end 
that this office may have the best of apparatus to make 
our records legible, attractive, and a credit to the county, 
and said commissioners are authorized to pay for such 
machine out of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated.

FOURTH MEETING. 
VISIT TO THE ALMSHOUSE AT WESTMORELAND. 


. Keene, N. H., August 29, 1901. 

Upon invitation of the county commissioners the dele- 
gation met at the court house in Keene, at 9 o’clock, a. 
m., where barges were in waiting to convey the delegates, 
county officials and others, who had been invited to the 
almshouse in Westmoreland, where an inspection was made 
of the farm. There were twelve acres of corn under cultiva- 
tion, four acres of potatoes. and twelve acres of grain of 
different kinds; 125 tons of hay were cut during the past 
summer and ten tons or more of rowen will be cut this 
fall. 

After dinner an inspection was made of the buildings 
under the guidance of Superintendent Whitman. Every de- 
partment was visited and found to be in its usual clean 
and healthy condition. There are at this time 92 inmates, 
32 of whom are in the insane department. After the in- 
spection of the buildings had been completed, a fire alarm 
was sounded, and an exhibition given of the system of fire 
protection in use at the farm, which was considered very 
satisfactory. 

The business meeting was then called to order by Chair- 
man Willard Bill, Jr., and the following business transact- 
ed, viz:

Cheshire County: 

Under section 8 of chapter 116, Public Statutes, defin- 
ing the duties of the State Board of Charities, we have 
the honor to recommend that you employ a night watch- 
man in your county farm at Westmoreland, and that you 
install an electric light plant. A sewing room for the 
matron would also be a great convenienee if you could 
arrange it. 

Aside from these particulars, we consider your institu- 
tion in first-class condition. Your building for insane 
“women is a model institution, and the management of the 
county farm is especially good and intelligent.

Voted, That the county commissioners be, and they are 
hereby authorized to borrow on the credit of the county, 
a sum of money not exceeding four thousand dollars 
($4,000), to meet the necessary expenses of installing an 
electric lighting plant at the county almshouse, and that 
the same be paid within one year from this date. The 
above motion was adopted by a majority vote of seven- 
teen. 

6th. On motion of Mr. Kittredge of Jaffrey, 

Voted, That an additional sum of four thousand: dol- 
lars ($4,000), be raised and appropriated for the year 
1902, to pay the expense of an electric lighting plant, at 
the almshouse at Westmoreland. 

The above motion was adopted by.a majority vote of 
eighteen.
